Such  votes  However  have  been  of  Ute  years  adcompanied^t 
with  demands  for  accounts  of  the  expenditure,  which  demands  were  •• 
not  only  refused  by  the  Executive,  but  tHe  latter  insisted  upon  grantw  ' 
for  the  life  of  his  Majesty,  in  place  of  the  temporary  votes ;  thus  ^ 
seeking,  in  fact,  to  deprive  the  people’s  representatives  of  the,  only  > 
privilege  which  could  keep  in  check  the  extravagance  and  misconduct  ^ 
of  the  Government.  Violent  have  been  the  quarrels  on  this  vital  1 
I  question.  “  Give  us  a  sufficient  permanent  income,  and  leave  to  our 
wisdom  the  details  of  its  expenditure,”  say  the  Aristocratical  bodies* 

“  Produce  the  accounts  of  your  expenditure,”  say  the  House  of 
Assembly;  “  before  we  vote  away  the  money  of  our  constituents,  we 
are  bound  to  see  that  it  is  properly  expended ;  and  we  dare  not  make  j 
the  supplies  permanent,  lest  the  misappropriation  should  be  permanent 
too.”

Willisro  Huskisson  was  introduoed  to  the  King  by  Viscount 
Go^cb,  when  his  Msjesty  presented  him  with  the  Seals  of  Office  as 
ftereury  of  Stale  for  the  Colonial  Department. — The  Right  Ron.  John 
Htrrin  wu  presented  to  his  Majesty  by  Viscount  Goderich,  and  received 
bSesli  of  Office  as  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer.— The  Right  Hon. 
darin  Grant,  Vice-President  of  the  Board  of  Trade,  had  an  audience 
d  the  King,  at  which  Huskiason  aasisted.  The  Right  Honourable 
Gntlemtn  kissed  hands  on  being  appointed  by  his  Majesty  President  of 
Iks  Botrd  of  Trade  and  Treasurer  of  the  Navy. 

APnvy  Council  was  afterwards  held,  at  which  Mr  Huskifsofi  and  Mr 
HmiM  were  sworn  into  Office.  The  Ministers  afterwards  partook  of  a 
naptuous  entertainment  at  the  Castle.

!  take  upon  us  to  state  distinctly,  that  while  yet  a  ohanoe  remained  of  any 
of  the  three  Ministers  above-mentioned  consenting  fo  fill  the  important 
vacancy,  Mr  Herries  had  no  prospect  of  being  placed  in  competition 
with  them,— either  by  the  Cabinet  as  a  body,  or  by  the  King,— froio  the 
hour  in  which  his  Majesty  was  acquainted  with  ita  predominant  opinion. 

Lord  Lansdowne  was  summoned  to  attend  hit  Majesty  on  Saturday 
the  1st  inst.  at  Windsor.  His  Lordship  had,  it  is prettv  generally  known, 
expressed  a  reluctance  to  act  with  Mr  Herriea,  it  another  Minister,  more 
suitable  in  his  apprehension,  could  be  prevailed  upon  to  take  the  seala  of 
the  Exchequer.  That  other,  it  appears,  could  not  W  procured ;  but  even 
under  that  which  might  be  looked  upon  aa  a  case  excepted  from  the  con« 
tingent  pledges  of  the  noble  Marquis,  he  conceived  himself  bound  to 
keep ^  Cwsar’s  wife  above  suspicion;'*  and  on  ita  being  announced  to 
him  that  no  choice  remained  except  in  fhvour  of  Mr  Herries,  Lar4 
Lansdowne  laid  the  seeds  of  the  Home  Department  sd  his  Majesty's  Jhet, 

The  Sovereign  declined  to  accept  the  resignation  of  his  Minister,  gra¬ 
ciously  expressing  hiaearnest  desire  that  the  noble  Marquia  would  remain 
in  office,  and  giving  the  noble  Lord  his  Royal  anthoHiy  to  s$sde,  that  hto 
eonthmanee  M  ojfiee  seas  an  act  of  doty  consented  to  by  Lord  Lonodowmo  ai 
tho  ospress  dosirt  of  the  King  himself  and  to  prevent  the  dioooksiiem  of  a 
Chvemment  which,  on  public  and  pneala  grounds,  his  Mqfesty  was  anxious 
to  preserve.

This  recommandation  was  not  overrulad, 
but  merely  postponed  for  the  present,  a«  not  coming  within  the  principle 
on  which,  until  some  fit  vacancy  abould  occur,  the  Administratiou  was  to 
be  formed. 

Some  days  afterwards.  Lord  Goderich— omitting  to  consult  hit  col- 
leagues-^fiered  the  Chancellorship  of  the  Exchequer  to  Mr  Herries, 
with  whose  financial  talents  a  long  co-operation  in  the  Treasury  had 
familiarixed  his  Lordship.  But  Mr  Herries,  on  the  ground  of  ill  health, 
at  once  declined  the  offer.  Lord  Goderich  then  procured  a  letter  from 
bis  Mqjesty  to  Mr  Herries,  calling  upon  him,  as  U  conjectured,  to  re-con- 
eider  hi*  refusal,  but  did  not  immediately  put  it  into  hia  band.  The 
effect,  however,  of  this  letter  was  to  induoe  Mr  Herries  to  accede  to  it, 
of  which  Lord  Goderich  received  intelligence  on  the  night  of  Mr  Can¬ 
ning’s  funeral.  In  the  mean  time.  Lord  Lansdowne,  and  the  rest  of  the 
Cabinet,  did  not  hear  of  Lord  Goderich’s  offer  to  Mr  Herriea,  until  they 
heard  also  that  be  bad  declined  it.  For,  the  day  after  the  funeral,  a 
Council  was  summoned  at  Windsor,  and  Mr  Herries,  having  then  epprif- 
ed  Lord  Goderich  of  his  aoceptanoe  of  the  office,  was  summoned  to 
attend  it.  But  the  noble  Lord,  not  anticipaiiug  the  elighteat  objection  on 
the  part  of  hia  colleagues,  did  not  communicate  with  them  on  the  snbjeot, 
his  former  announcement  that  the  Right  Hon.  Gentleman  had  been  soli¬ 
cited  and  re^ed,  not  liaviog  appeared  to  them  to  require  any  distinct 
expression  of  their  sentiments. 

On  the  arrival  of  the  other  Minisiera  at  Windsor,  they  found  Mr. 
Herries  there;  and  when  Lord  Goderich  explained  the  reason,  they  de¬ 
clared  their  inability  to  recognise  an  appointment  to  introduced  to  tnem, 
the  circumstances  wtiich  then  appeared  giving  the  transaction  the  air  of  a 
direct  nomination  by  the  King,  unsanoliontd  by  hia  advisers. 

Besides  this,  they  enterlatned  a  false  (as  it  has  since  turned  oux)  im¬ 
pression  that  Mr  Herries  was  not  cordially  disposed  to  the  liberal  aystem 
of  policy  on  which  the  Ad  mi  niat  ration  bad  been  established.  Prom 
this  double  cauae  arose  their  opposition  to  Mr  Herriea,  and  their  oontin- 
geut  resolution  to  resign.

tration  has  lately  been  conducted. 

.  With  respect  to  Mr  Herries*s  talents  for  business,  there  is  but  one  opi- 
niofi.  |t  ia  known  that  his  plans  have  been  of  material  benefit  to  the 
nation,  end  that  large  some  were  saved  by  the  system  he  adc^ted  when 
he  was  at  tltp^  head  of  the  Commissariat.  The  reports  of  his  intimacy 
with  Mr  Rothschild,  of  which  advantsge  was  taken  to  injure  him,  had 
for.  foundation  the  constant  intercourse  with  that  great  capitalist,  imposed 
on  him  when  he  was  at  the  head  of  the  Commissariat,  it  being  found 
impossible  to  matuge  the  payments  in  specie  to  our  troops  abroad,  in  the 
prompt  and  ecoiiomictl  manner  introduced  by  Mr  Herries,  by  any  other 
means  than  the  iostjumentaiity  of  Mr  Rothschild. 

It  is  understood  that  his  Majesty  resents  nothing  so  much  as  solemn 
imposture,  and  that  he  has  a  particular  tact  in  detecting  the  real  man 
through  his  assumed  mask.

While  he  thews  himself  zealous  in  maintaining  the  present  system  of 
policy,  his  Majesty  has  a  right  to  expect  from  his  Ministers,  that  by  con- 
cert'and  consultation  among  themselves  they  will  spare  him  the  repeti¬ 
tion  of  the  embarrassments,  which,  to  speak  plainly, can  have  arisen  from 
•totliing  but  f/lefr  blundering,  want  of  concert,  or  hastiness.  We  antici¬ 
pate,  that  having  been  kept  together  by  the  firm  hand  of  the  King,  they 
will,  by  the  habit  of  inlerdourse,  lose  that  personal  jealousy  which  has 
prevailed  among  thera,m6re  from  the  want  of  personal  union,  apparently, 
lliao  from  any  difTereoce  of  political  opinions  or  withes.

With  a  strong  disposition  to  dispute  the  accuracy  of  three  out  of 
every  five  oropositions  of  Sir  A.  B.  Faulkner,  his  book  has  given  m 
considerable  pleasure.  An  eminent  physician,  and  fortified  by  tmj 
possible  testimony  of  University  and  College,  his  opinions  both 
general  and  professional  assume  no  mean  portion  of  the  grave,  austeri 
complexion  of  learned  authority.  With  this  oracular  ttodeocy, 
however,  he  is  honest  and  manly  in  regard  to  the  practical  vices  isd 
weaknesses  of  the  systems  which  he  upholds,  and  consequently 
exhibits  none  of  the  smooth,  sickeiTing  plausibility  of  the  otic 

fiartizan.  The  title  which  he  give)  his  book  allows  oi  a  considerable 
atitude  as  to  the  direct  connexion  of  the  Notes  with  the  countiy 
visited ;  but  in  truth  by  far  the  greater  part  of  the  volume,  asd 
certainly  the  most  racy  portion  of  it,  has  nothing  to  do  with  Friace.

then  know  that  we  are  not  insensible  to  the  attentions  you  have  paid 
us.**  On  the  strength  of  this  assurance,  Lady  Faulkner,  as  the  inheritor 
of  the  aforesaid  seal,  ventured  during  this  sojourn  in  Paris  to  request 
an  audience,  and  to  three  applications  received  no  sort  of  reply. 
Swift  is  right — 

“  The  kingly  prophet  well  evinces 

That  we  should  put  no  trust  in  princes.** 

Intending  occasionally  to  avail  ourselves  of  some  of  the  more  light 
and  amusing  remarks  in  our  "Newspaper  Chat,**  we  proceed  to 
observe  that  no  small  portion  of  the  volume  is  taken  up  with  two 
dissertations — one  upon  Religion,  the  other  upon  Medicine ;  in  which 
latter  the  utility  and  dignity  of  the  Royal  College  are  tenaciously 
maintained,  and  the  encroachments  of  the  surgeon  over  the  physician 
resisted  with  considerable  animation.  The  whole  tribe  of  apothecaries 
and  general  practitioners  had  been  floored  in  a  previous  encounter,  it 
being  the  unequivocal  opinion  of  Sir  A.  B.  Faulkner,  that*  no 
Englishman  can  take  physic  like  a  Christian,  without  the  a'ld  of  the 
College.  To  this  professional  solicitude  for  the  body  he  unites  an 
equal  regard  for  the  soul ;  and  his  doctrines  are  especiaRy.orthodox 
in  both  departments.  But  in  truth, 'while  Mother  Church  seems  to 
exact  no  small  portion  of  regard,  he  displays  none  at  ail  for  her 
priesthood.  For  instance— ("  Call  you  this  backing  of  your  friends?’*) 

“  Yet  what  is  more  proverbial  than  the  apathy  of  the  Clergy,  more  espe¬ 
cially  of  the  Establishment?  Nay,  perhaps  of  all  descriptions  of  hired 
labour  that  can  be  named,  there  is  none  in  which  the  labourer  generally 
takes  less  pains  to  be  *  worthy  of  his  hire  :*  and  besides  this  apathy,  what 
secular  enjoyment  is  there  within  the  bounds  of  legal  safety,  that  we  do  not 
see  the  spiritual  teacher  indulge  iu  as  well  as  other  men  ?  Instead  of  humility 
and  selfAlenial,  have  we  not  as  many  examples  of  pride  and  ostentation  ? 
Is  there  more  charity  or  less  selfishness?  Do  any  set  of  men  hoard  witii  a 
keener  eye  to  self-interest  than  the  heads  of  the  church?  And  if  so,  how 
shall  we  affect  surprise,  should  the  sceptic  quote  the  pastor,  if  not  ks  a  plea, 
yet  as  a  palliation  for  his  opinions:  and  .certainly,  of'  til  arguments,  it  is 
one  of  the  most  natural  tor  a  roan  who  is  anxious  to  ^ve  a  favourable 
colouring  to  his  vices  ;  for  is  it  possible,  he  may  ask  himself,  that  1  can 
believe  this  man  places  any  real  faith  in  a  religion  to  ishicii.so  far  as  I  can 
understand  its  solemn  obligations,  his  conduct  is  so  directly  opposed  ?” 

Again : 

”  The  humblest  person  in  his  Reverence*!  parish  sees,  that  beyond  the 
stated  routine  of  church  service,  he  seldom  volunteers  the  smallest  extra 
trouble  to  visit  his  parithiooers,  with  a  view  of  ascertaining  of  what  effect 
hia  ministry  has  been  productive.  If  be  can  get  hit  tithes  as  well  paid  for 
preaching  once  a-week,  I  put  it  to  himself,  does  the  human  being  draw 
breath,  who  by  any  remonstrance  shall  be  able  to  aharoe  him  into  preach¬ 
ing  twice,  or  to  bend  one  extra  knee  ?  Unless  called  upon  by  some  profes¬ 
sional  duty,  which  he  cannot  with  decency  evade,  he  probably  has  never 
paid  a  single  visit  toja  pauper  in  the  neighbourhood  from  one  end  of  the 
year  to  the  other  ;  and  whether  the  sheep  are  in  the  right  path,  or  whether 
m  fact  he  has  been  squandering  hit  piety  on  the  most  perverse  and  irre¬ 
claimable  of  goats,  he  has  never  put  one  question,  either  as  to  the  grounds  or 
the  growth  of  their  faith.  When  you  come  to  enquire  into  his  usual  habits, 
the  divine  ensample  will  be  found  simply  a  well-feeding  parson,  and  as 
content,  as  any  other  man  of  mere  flesh,  to  slide  through  the  world  with  a 
good  dinner,  a  fox-hunt,  and  a  rubber  at  whist.” 

This  goes  tolerably  far;  but  when  we  come  to  what  our  caustic 
physician  requires,  we  are  lost  in  wonder,  and  90  will  the  pioiii 
Theodore,  at  the  unreaionablenei!  of  human  expectations.

tfford  spiritual  aid  where  it  may  be  demanded,  but  vigilant  to  discover 
where  it  may  be  applied,  and  prompt  to  bestow  it  where  it  will  be  received, 
— stimultting  all,  and  particularly  the  young,  to  come  to  that  fountain  of 
living  waters  which  it  is  hit  office  to  dispense.  This  he  can  effect  only  by 
his  continued  persoNo/  discharge  of  the  several  ofl.ces  of  the  priesthood.**

It  appears  that  Lord  Goderich  was  hasty  iA 
recommending  Mr  Herbies  to  the  King  for  the  Chancellorship  of 
the  Exchequer,  without  concert  with  his  colleagues;  and  that  the 
Whigs  were  equally  prematura  in  taking  offence,  and  threateoinff 
resignation,  on  the  tuppotUion  that  his  Mijesty  had  chosen  Mr 
Hereixs  without  reference  to  his  Prime  Minister,  and  that  Mr 
Herries  was  opposed  to  the  liberal  policy  lately  pursued  by  the 
Cabinet;  in  both  which  notions  they  have  since  discovered  their 
error.  This  blundering  appears  rather  silly  work,  indeed,  at  R 
moment  which  the  public  deemed  critical ;  but  after  all,  we  oannol 
regret  that  it  has  occurred,  seeing  that  it  hu  caused  the  Kino 
himself  to  take  a  prominent  and  creditable  part  in  the  settlement 
of  the  Ministry,  and  has  given  a  death-blow  to  the  hopes  of  tha 
Faction  of  the  Outs.

'  Gsmb  Laws.— Another  Session  of  Parliament  (says  a  correspondent  J 
has  passed  away,  and  the  just  and  humane  expectations  of  the  Country 
have  been  disappointed  by  the  defeat  of  attempts  even  to  mitigate  the 
tyrannicel  and  demoralizing  nature  of  the  Game  Laws,  which  still  stand 
in  the  path  of  human  improvement  in  all  their  atrocity  and  feudal  bar¬ 
barity.  The  best  dispositions  are  rendered  antisocial  and  despotic  by  the 
power  given  by  those  laws ;  and  the  man  who  is  perhaps  benevolent 
and  kind  in  every  other  relation  of  life,  becomes  a  tyrant  and  a  persecutor 
when  his  landed  property  invests  him  with  the  dictatorship  of  game.  The 
Game  Laws  stand  upon  a  principle  of  feudal  separation— a  combination 
of  the  powerful  and  the  rich  against  the  helpless  and  the  poor;  by  them 
the  morals  of  the  people  are  corrupted,  their  liberty  restrained,  their 
lives  sacrificed ;  and  their  property  is  trampled  on  by  the  insolence  of 
barefaced  power,  without  a  single  pretext  for  the  general  good, and  for 
no  earthly  purpose  than  that  certain  individuals  may  indulge  themselves 
In  a  barbarous  and  bloody  sport,  from  which  every  enlightened  mind 
shrinks  in  abhorrence  and  disgust.  Col.  Macerone  has  observed  (to  show 
the  absurdity  of  the  pretence  that  there  would  be  no  game  without  game 
laws^  that  in  **  Prance  and  Italy  any  man  may  shoot  that  will  pay  about 
30f.  a  year  for  a  licence.  On  uncultivated  land,  marshes,  comnrKins,  dec. 
Iko  permission  is  required.  There  are  not  a  dozen  land-owners  in  Italy, 
who  preserve  any  part  of*their  game,  which  is  everywhere  abundant.

Thames  Tunnel. — Nothing  now  impedes  the  progress  of  this  interest- 
iag  work,  but  the  scarcity  of  funds.

Her  face  is  not  more  wnukled  than  that  of  a  female  half  her  age, 
her  sight  is  |^ood,  her  appetite  excellent,  and  she  can  walk  ten  miles  a  day 
without  exhibiting  fatigue ;  she  does  not  make  use  of  a  stick  to  support  her¬ 
self;  and  she  has  trudged  all  the  way,  on  foot,  from  her  native  mountains 
to  the  metropolis  of  France.  She  passed  through  Lyons  and  Dijon,  where 
she  attended  the  theatres,  at  the  desire  of  the  managers,  who  made  her  a 
liberal  compensation  for  the  benefit  they  obtained  from  her  presence,  people 
coming  from  all  parts  to  behold  the  senior  qf  the  human  race.  The  aged 
dame  has  been  already  presented  to  the  Dauphin,  Dauphiness,  and  the 
young  Duke  of  Bordeaux.  She  is  to  go  the  round  of  the  theatres  for  her 
own  benefit  and  that  of  the  managers,  wIk>  expect  to  reap  a  great  profit 
from  exhibiting  her  to  the  public. 

Archibald  Hamilton  Rowan.— This  aged  and  venerable  Irishman 
arrived  at  his  Killileagh  estate,  in  the  county  Ifown,  on  the  22nd  uli.

Thx  **  Billows  PoRTaaiT.'*— ^Sorae  years  ago  an  English  gentleman, 
resident  at  Paris,  and  known  to  be  fond  of  every  thing  connected  with  the 
name  of  Shakspeare,  received  a  letter  from  an  acquaintance,  a  jobber  in 
articles  of  vertu,  in  which  it  was  said — A  propos  of  portraits,  I  have 
just  received  a  letter  from  a  French  gentleman  in  Normandy,  oflering  me  a 
curious  original  portrait  (a  bust)  of  your  own  Will  Shakspeare.  The  iden¬ 
tity  is  authenticated  beyond  all  question,  by  the  name  mentioned  in  the 
legend,  carved  in  old  English  of  the  time,  on  the  antique* oaken  frame.  Re¬ 
port  says,  it  was  brought  into  France  by  Sir  Kenelm  Digby,  afterwards 
j!^rl  of  Bristol,  in  the  time  of  Charles  Lt  price  asked  is  1,000  francs 
(41/.)  ;  and  as  this  oil  painting  is  known  to  be  the  portrait  of  Shaksoeare, 
less  will  not  be  taken.  You  know  I  roust  double  my  capital  if  1  purchase.** 
llie  party  addreued  wrote  in  answer  that  he  would  be  hap^tonve  the  80/. 
provided  the  genuineness  of  the  portrait  were  proved.  Toe  Bellows  Pic¬ 
ture  soon  afterwards  arrived  at  Paris.  It  presented  a  tolerable  portrait  of 
Shakspeare,  affixed  upon  a  mahogany  frame,  of  .what  seemed  to  have  been 
the  unper  part  of  a  pair  of  bellows,  llie  traces  of  its  having  belonged  to 
Sir  K.  Digoy  were  urgently  pressed  for.  The  vender,  finding  it  impossible 
to  evade  these  enquiries,  confessed  that  the  tale  of  the  gentleman  in  Nor¬ 
mandy  was  a  fabrication,  as  the  picture  really  came  from  London,  having 
been  sold  with  a  quantity  of  rubbish  found  in  some  lumber-rooms  at  Carl¬ 
ton  palace.  The  portrait  was  subsequently  placed  in  the  hands  of  M.  Ri- 
bet,  at  Paris,  one  of  the  best  cleaners  of  old  pictures,  who  discovered  that 
the  portrait  was  one  of  an  old  woman.  On  applying  the  fatal  cotton, 
dipped  in  the  necessary  ingredient,  away  bad  vanished  the  broad  high  front 
of  Avon's  bard  :  the  brown  mustaebios  and  expanded  ruflT  having  given 

flace  to  a  cap  decorated  with  blue  ribands,  and  a  lip  unadorned  by  whis- 
ers,  while  a  kerchief  became  apparent,  modestly  overspreading  the  ma¬ 
tronly  bosom.  This  discovery  being  made,  the  bellows-concern  was  re¬ 
turn^  to  the  vender,  who  afterwards  bad  it  repainted,  restored  the 
bard  to  all  hb  pristine  glory,  and  sold  the  picture  to  the  celebrated  Talma, 
for  200/. 

The  Calculations  of  Master  Noakxs^ — A  Correspondent  says  there 
b  an  error  in  the  statement  of  the  calculations  of  this  boy,  which  we  copied 
last  week  from  the  Liverjaool  Advertiser,  It  is  stated  (he  proceeds)  in  the 
last  question  proposed  to  Master  Noakes,  that  **  A  stone  falling  from  the  top 
of  a  tower  falls  16  feet  in  the  1st  second,  three  times  16  in  the  2nd  second, 
five  times  16  in  the  3rd,  seven  tiroes  16  in  the  4th,  nine  times  16  in  the 
5th,  and  so  on.

Answer  1,024  feet.**  Now,  though  the  answer  is  correct  (exclud¬ 
ing  fractions)  the  principle  detailed  in  the  question  as  regulating  the  space 
through  which  bodies  fall  in  given  times,  is  altogether  incorrect,  and  could 
not  have  led  the  boy  to  the  conclusion  mentioned,  llie  well  established

which  I  have  alluded.  For  himself  he  has  unquestionably  raised  a 
monument  ecre  perennius  in  the  minds  of  hb  countrymen,  by  which  hit 
name  will  be  transmitted  to  posterity  embalmed  in  the  recollection  of  all 
good  subjects,** 

Advantages  of  MARRtACE. — Mary  Ann  Chaplin  was  indicted  fof

He  accompanied  hn  orders  with  t 
threat  of  murdering  her,  unless  she  obtuned  for  him  the  means  of  cafryiog 
on  his  debauchery,  llie  prisoner  held  in  her  arms  a  fine  child,  aixMit 
twelve  months  old,  and  the  attention  of  the  audience  was  attracted  by  Ac 
beauty  of  the  infant,  which  could  scarcely  be  clasp^  in  the  enfeebled 
arms  of  its  mother,  who  appeared  to  be  fainting.  Major  Cunningham,  tbc 
Governor  of  the  gaol,  aupported  her.— The  prisoner’s  husband,  a  aotorioei 
bad  character,  h^  abecoMcd. 

Mr  Baron  Vaughan  was  clearly  of  opinion  that  thb  indictment  could 
not  be  supported  ;  there  was  no  evidence  to  implicate  the  prisoner,  except 
her  own  acknowledgment  that  she  had  committra  the  felony  under  the  older 
of  her  husband.

They  got  lights,  and  one  man  drew  the  bed-clothes  over  the  heads  of 
Mr  and  Mrs  Shaw  and  stood  by  the  bed  side.  Shaw  deposed  that  that 
man  was  the  prisoner  Robert  Clough  ;  he  was  quite  sure  of  it,  for  Clough 
came  and  stared  at  him  just  before  he  was  covered  up,  so  that  he  could  not 
help  knowing  him,  though  be  never  saw  him  before,  and  did  not  see  him 
again  until  seven  or  eight  weeks  afterwards.  The  men  rummaged  the 
house  and  the  drawers.  When  they  were  just  gojng,  Mrs  Shaw  looked 
and  saw  three  men  whom  she  swore  positively  to.  They  were  James 
Hurst,  Henthom,  and  Bottomley.  When  they  were  gone,  Mr  and  Mrs 
Shaw  missed  out  of  the  drawer  the  money  specified,  llie  men  had  no 
weapons,  and  used  no  violence. 

The  30/.  note  was  traced  to  Henthorn,  who  gave  it  to  B.  Newton,  a  but* 
cher,  to  change,  in  order  to  pay  15/.  which  he  lost  in  a  bet  to  him.  The

To  both 
charges  they  pleaded  guilty  t  but  the  Learned  Judge  directed  evidence  of 
the  facta  to  be  adduced,  in  order  that  he  might  decide  better  upon  the  de* 
gree  of  their  guilt.  It  appeared  that  both  offences  were  attended  with 
brutal  violence  and  horrible  threats  to  the  parties  robbed.  The  Heyworthi 
were  a  terror  to  the  district,  and  were  called  the  Bauup  banditti.— -The 
usual  proclamation  being  made,  Mr  Justice  Batlxy  put  on  the  black  coif» 
and  a  death  like  silence  prevailed,  broken  by  the  loua  sobbings  of  the  twe 
brothers,  Roger  and  George,  who  clung  to  each  other,  bathed  in  tears,  while 
their  hoary-headed  father  stood  unmoved.— His  Lordship  addressed  them 
as  follows : — It  is  my  painful  duty  to  pass  upon  you  that  dreadful  sentence 
which  the- law  inflicts  upon  the  crimes  ot  which  you  have  been  found 
Guilty. 

Old  Hey  worth— Do,  for  Christ’s  sake,  have  mercy  upon  us,  my  Lord- 
Do  spare  us,  for  God’s  sake. 

The  young  Hey  worths  (weeping,  and  in  each  other’s  arms).— Do,  for 
Christ’s  sake  spare  our  lives,  we  will  never  do  so  again. 

His  Lordship  resumed How  can  1  ?  How  is  it  possible  ?  The  public 
must  have  protection.  Look  at  the  deadly  instruments  made  use  of  by  you ; 
the  man,  if  he  had  not  saved  himself  with  the  Iron,  would  hare  lost  his  lift. 
We  make  a  marked  difference  between  persons  who  show  mercy  themselves, 
and  those  who,  armed  in  a  deadly  manner,  inflict  cruelty.  You  three 
(addressing  the  three  Heyworths) — a  father  encouraging  his  sons  to  this 
wickedness,  it  is  utterly  impossible  he  can  be  saved— and  the  sons,  some¬ 
times  with  and  sometimes  without  the  father,  always  acting  with  violence. 
If  you  were  to  be  saved,  what  protection  would  poor  people  have  whom 
necessity  takes  from  their  cottages  in  the  night  ?  In  Jackson’s  case,  1  shall 
consider  whether  1  can  recommend  him  to  mercy,— (the  other  culprits  at 
this  moment  turned  their  eyes  in  anger  towards  him).  The  awful  sentence 
of  the  law  is,  that  you  three  be  hanged  by  the  neck  until  you  are  dead,  and 
may  God  Almighty  extend  that  mercy  to  you,  which  he  will  to  all  who  are 
truly  sorry  for  their  crimes  I  I  hope  and  trust  you  will  fit  yourselves  for 
the  short  time  you  have  to  live,  and  look  up  with  repentance  to  God,  who 
will  show  mercy  on  you ;  and  may  God  soften  your  hearts  at  this  moment ! 

I  have  already  passed  sentence  upon  you. 

The  prisoners  were  then  removed  from  the  dock,  absorbed  in  t4ars.

He  had  been  taken  before 
a  Bench  of  Magistrates  at  Biggleswade,  who  thought  him  an  impostor ;  and 
he  was  discharged,  and  suffered  to  wander  as  before,  till  he  was  taken 
care  of  by  the  officers  of  the  parish  of  Northill.  The  Jury  returned 
their  verdict — **  That  the  said  man,  unknown,  came  to  his  death  from  want 
and  poverty.”

stances,  the  girl  was  observed  to  deposit  a  bundle  on  a  copper-lid  in  the 
kitchen,  which  proved  to  contain  a  new-born  infant.  A  surgeon  was  sent 
for,  who  found  the  child  still  living,  and  it  survived  about  ten  hours.  The 
Coroner  observed,  that  the  Jury  had  not  anything  to  do  with  the  concealment 
of  the  birth,  that  alone  not  being  an  offence  under  their  cognizance ;  but  a 
verdict  of  **  Wilful  Murder,”  or  **  Died  by  the  Visitation  of  God,”  must 
be  returned  under  the  circumstances.  After  some  deliberation,  the  Jury 
pronounc^— **  That  the  death  of  the  infant  was  occasioned  by  neglect  on 
the  part  of  Mary  Ann  Henwood.”  The  young  woman  craved  foigiveness,  ^ 
and  confessed  that  the  father  of  the  child  was  her  own  brother. 

On  Monday  week,  as  Mr  M*Adam,  in  his  phaeton,  was  inspecting  a  new  ' 
road  near  Koyston,  in  Cambridgeshire,  the  horses  took  fright,  and  ran  oflf^ 
He  leaped  out,  and  the  shock  produced  a  complicated  fracture  of  the  ankle  * 
joint,  and  a  severe  contusion  of  the  head.  He  was  conveyed  to  the  Red 
Lion  inn,  and  will  remain  confined  for  some  time,  although  not  in  danger 
of  any  lou  of  limb.  ^ 

Mubdkr  at  Preston. — A  poor  old  man  named  Edward  Gregson,  who  ^ 
kept  a  small  chandler’s  shop  in  Bridge  street,  took  oompaasion  upon  a  youth 
in  abject  distress,  and  permitted  him  to  come  to  his  house  and  table.  On 
Satu^ay  se’nnight  the  old  man’s  brother,  his  son,  two  other  friends,  and 
the  youth,  were  at  his  house,  and  drank  two  Quarts  of  ale ;  about  eleven 
o’clock  they  went  away,  the  stranger  going  out  nrsL  I'he  old  roan  said  he 
should  go  to  bed,  and  desired  his  son  to  call  for  him  next  mornine,  to  go  to 
chapel.  Next  morning  (Sunday)  about  eleven  o’clock,  the  son  found  the  . 
door  a-jar ;  he  called  several  times,  and  not  receiving  any  answer,  went 
up  stairs,  when  he  beheld  the  nkngled  body  of  his  aged  parent,  stretched  ^ 
across  the  bed.  All  efforts  to  trace  the  assauin  have  proved  fruitless. 
The  murdered  roan,  when  discovered,  was  deluged  in  blood ;  he  was  partly 
dressed  in  his  Sunday  clothes.  There  were  two  wounds  in  the  throat,  and 
the  hands  were  nearly  cut  to  pieces.  It  was  thought  Gregron  hod  a  hoard 
of  money ;  and  it  is  believed  that  was  the  object  the  villain  had  in  view, 
as  all  the  drawers  have  been  ransacked.  Search  has  been  made  for  the 
youth  fostered  by  the  deceased,  and  nothing  can  be  heard  of  him. 

A  recent  occurrence  at  Boreharo,  in  Essex,  is  another  instance  of  the 
necessity  of  extreme  caution  whenever  copper  vessels  are  used  for  culinary 
purposes.  In  a  respectable  family,  members  of  the  Society  of  Friends,  a 
calf’s  head  had  been  boiled  in  a  copper  saucepan,  the  tinning  of  which  was 
nearly  worn  off.  Some  casual  circumstance  having  detained  the  dinner 
for  some  time  beyond  the  accustomed  hour,  the  food  was  sufikred  to  remain 
in  the  vessel,  and  became  impregnated  wi^  verdigris.  I'he  whole  family, 
consisting  of  three  single  ladies,  a  female  servant,  and  a  boy,  having 
partaken  of  it,  exhibited  alarming  symptoms  of  having  been  poisoned 
One  of  the  ladies,  the  servaut-girl,  and  the  boy,  were  for  several  days  in 
imminent  danger  from  inflammation  of  the  membranes  of  the  stomach  and 
bowels.  By  medical  skill,  however,  the  parties  are  restored  to  health. 

Eight  yotuig  persons,  servants  at  Barnstable,  went  from  Ilfracombe 
on  board  a  brig,  and  drank  grog.  On  returning,  and  about  to  land, 
they  all  rushed  at  once  to  the  side  of  the  boat ;  it  overturned,  and 
they  were  immersed  in  the  sea.  The  mpst  prompt  assistance  was  rendered 
to  them,  especially  by  the  exertions  of  a  young  man  named  Marshall,  who 
brought  up  two  individuals  who  had  sunk.  One  female,  Mary  Collins, 
was  the  only  person  drowned*

The  young  man  has  a  wife  and 
two  or  three  childno,  and  was  very  poor.  Two  younger  brothers  of  Green* 
slade,  residents  of  I^vonport,  being  implicated,  have  been  committed  for

Soon  afisr  eight  o'clock  on  Thursday,  about  fifty  feet  of  the  recently* 
built  brick-work  of  a  row  of  unfinished  houses  in  Spaficlds,  gave  way,  and 
fell  upon  two  labourers,  Morgan  and  Kelly.  After  twenty  minutes  digging, 
they  were  both  eslricated,  but  eihibited  little  sigiu  of  life,  and  were  con* 
veyed  to  the  HoepilaL  Five  minutes  before,  eight  other  workmen  had  left 
to  go  to  breakfast. 

A  dreadful  accident  lately  occurred  at  the  soap  manufactory  of  Metsrs 
Croasfield  and  Fell,  in  Warrington.  Three  men,  who  were  engaged  in 
stirring  a  boiler,  in  which  vitriol  had  been  poured  to  bleach  the  soap,  fell 
down  in  consequence  of  the  emitted  stench,  aud  before  aasistance  could  be 
hgd,  the  soap  boiled  over  the  aides  of  the  boiler  upon  them.  One  soon  died, 
another  lingered  several  boura,  and  then  expired,  some  of  the  liquid  having 
got  down  ^  throat. 

>  A  young  servant  giri,  who  was  searching  for  her  lost  coroptnions  at  Bar* 
tholomew  Fair,  on  Tuesday  night,  was  stripped  in  a  deserted  part  of  the 
fair,  by  n  dosen  rudiaas,  ^  all  her  covering,  except  her  petticoat  and  shift, 
and  r^bed  of  her  money.  Drinkwater  the  odicer,  who  had  run,  though 
unluckily  too  late,  to  her  assistance,  humanely  wrapped  his  top-coat  around 
her,  and  sent  her  home  under  the  cars  of  another  officer. 

Suicion  or  a  Fai-ow.— At  Lancaster,  J.  ThompMn,  after  being  tried  and 
sentenced  to  desth  for  horse-stesling,  was  sent  on  board  a  steam-packet  for 
Biikenhesd,  on  his  way  to  Chester,  to  be  tried  on  a  charge  of  murder.  Being 
permitted  to  go  to  the  bead  of  the  vessel,  he  threw  himself  overboard,  ironed 
as  he  was,  im  sunk  to  rite  no  more.
